Hello all: 


I picked up a Signal Corps type I-177 tube tester at a ham 

swap recently. I grabbed it because it (apparently) is more 
capable than my emission-type tester that I currently use. 

This unit is in a steel box with latching lid, which contains a 
3-ring binder -- empty, of course...my guess is that it held 
the necessary tables for the proper control settings for each 
tube to be tested. 


The unit itself has all the necessary sockets, as well as 
several controls, some obvious (filament voltage, shorted pin 
tester), some not (large controls labeled 'A' and 'B', which 
appear to set the Q-point of the tube).

Hi Dick, 


If your amplifier is running more than a few hundred watts, I'd advise 
against using disc ceramics to pad the plate capacitor. A better choice 
would be 5kV rated Centralab 858 "doorknob" caps. Although these are more 
expensive than disc ceramics (typically a few dollars at hamfests), they 
are rated to carry significant r.f. currents. Ina high power plate 
circuit, a disc ceramic would run hot, and even if it didn't fail, the 
capacitance would drift around with temperature.

Hi Gang, 

My newly acquired '102 is in the process of a thorough going-over. One 
obvious problem was the scratchy LMO. Thanks to this postings on this list 
from about a year ago, I was able to make the necessary cleaning to correct 
the problem. In my case, swabbing the slip ring contact with alcohol and a 
spray or two of Deoxit D5 restored proper operation. 


To make sure the tuning was fixed, I hung a 10V power supply on the LMO 
and looked at the output on a scope and noted that the signal amplitude 
varies with frequency. At the low end, 5.0 MHz, I see 10 Vpp; at 5.5 MHz 
the output drops to 6.4 Vpp. Althoough I didn't measure the amplitudes, 
they followed the same general behavior before cleaning. Now my question is 
this: Is this normal behavior? Doesn't sound like it to me. I also measured 
the output from the oscillator section of the LMO and it was constant over 
the 500 Kc span. I also noticed two (apparently) slug-tuned coils in the 
buffer section. Might these require an adjustment? 


Any thoughts welcome.

Lennox is correct about the characteristics of the HS-23 and HS-33, but 
omitted one minor item. The HS-23 (hi-z, R-18 elements) was also used 
in aircraft during the early part of the war. Radios in those birds 
were all hi-z audio output. During the war, the Air Corps began 
configuring aircraft radio systems in production for low-z output, 
leading to the use of the HS-33 (low-z, ANB-H-1 elements) headsets. 


T.0. 16-1-46, CHANGES FROM HIGH TO LOW IMPEDANCE OUTPUT FOR AIRBORNE 
COMMUNICATIONS EQUIPMENT AND AIRCRAFT RADIO SYSTEMS, 
dated 30 June 1945. 


Basically, aircraft configured hi-z remained that way. New production 
birds generally came out low-z. When radios were removed from one and 
later installed in another, they reconfigured the output transformer 
taps as needed. As multiple radios, in addition to interphone boxes, 
crew station jack boxes, and audio filters were involved, it was not 
feasible nor desirable to convert an aircraft from one configuration to 
the other -- too much work! 


Note also that the PL-54 plugs were color-coded: 


Black - hi-z 
Red - low-z 


For the maintenance man who went from aircraft to aircraft (or the 
crewmember who was reassigned from a hi-z bird to a low-z one), they 
had the MC-385 series of adapters that allowed use of the HS-33 with 


hi-z radios. The -A and -B variants of these adapters had an annoying 
tendency to come out of the jacks. The -C and -D variants were better 
constructed, and provided for safety-wiring them to the jackboxes. 
(Covered in T.0. 16-1-29, HEADSETS AND MICROPHONES, dated 25 Apr 45, 
revised 1 Sep 52) 


So, which headset you ask for will depend on impedance of the receiver 
you plan to use it with. R-18 elements were still available NOSB from 
Fair Radio the last time I looked in their catalog. ANB-H-1 elements 
are a bit tougher to find.

I found this little paperback "Under Ten Flags" by W Frank 

& B Rogge, Ballentine 1956-1960. It's the account of a 

German 'raider' warship, a strange category of warship 

that by paintscheme, flag, deck props, etc impersonated 

a merchant vessel, to be able to approach enemy 

merchant vessels sailing alone, and then by surprise quickly 
capture them. 

This is not really a radio book but for someone interested in 
WW2 comms, there is a good amount of radio procedure. 

For example, when the Atlantis suddenly attacked the enemy 
merchantman, the first target was the radio shack and aerial, 
and if the enemy started to send an sos, a jamming signal 

or even spurious ship's telegram was sent. Also i learned 
these wireless calls: QQQ = distress ( book doesn't mention 
SOS signal at all ! maybe that would have been used instead 

in case of nonwar caused emergency? ) SSS = submarine 
encountered RRR = raider encountered. 

these calls were sent in blocks of 4 ( 4 blocks x 3 characters 
followed by position + status followed by vessel name -- call 
letters apparently not used for distress calls ? ). In fact in the 
end, the Atlantis is persued by a faster, heavily armed UK 
warship, and sends out a spurious RRR call, to try to fool the 
warship, that they really are, what they try to appear. However, 
the radioman sends blocks of 3 RRR, and this is one of the 


clues that heightens the warship's suspicions. 

The book cover sez also "Now a Paramount release, starring 

Van Hefflin and Charles Laughton". I have never seen nor 

even heard of the film. Certainly it would have to include some 
of this vital radio action, and perhaps ( we can hope ) it would 
even have some interesting shots of radio shacks? 

Oh yes -- 2 radio callsigns: GBMS "to all British merchant 
vessels, GBXZ "to all British warships". 

I am mentioning these call signs because i find this historical 
trivia very interesting and i know some others out here do also, 
and because i do not think this book will be so easy to find.
